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Boys, Bishop and Board 


This is primarily the story of 
two young men, a Bishop, and a 
Board of Directors. It records an 
event in the history of the Diocese 
and yet it is the chronicle of much 
more than one simple incident in 
time. Like every good story it has 
background: crisis, opportunity, 
and vision, and it leaves you with 
a little brighter hope and trust. It 
concerns only one small institu- 
tion in the world-wide mission of 
the Church but it shows the possi- 
bility for many others when vision 
and faith are crystallized into ac- 
tion. 

A year ago the two young men, 
Fred Nussbaum and Elliott Brock, 
were students at our Divinity 
School, helping out and gaining 
clinical experience at our St. An- 
drew’s Inn for Boys, a Church 
home for boys whose parents or 
guardians were unable to give 
them appropriate home atmos- 
phere. Two months later Mr. Jack 
Adams, director of the Home, had 
resigned to enter a new type of 
work and they found themselves 
acting as director and assistant di- 
rector respectively. Under this 
crisis they took inventory and 
thereby forced the Church to take 
stock of this work for boys which 
it had been carrying on with little 
- notice and certainly no acclaim. 

They found their building to be 
a veritable fire trap, condemned by 
both fire and health authorities. 
They discovered their equipment 


pitifully inadequate and a financial 
structure not built for the present 
needs. But primarily they realiz- 
ed they were not meeting the needs 
of the Church or the day. Because 
of the Church’s neglect St. An- 
drew’s had been forced in many 
cases to take boys for whom it 
was not intended, boys whom the 
community would place there and 
support. 

It was no one’s fault; St. An- 
drew’s was simply showing the 
ravages of the country’s depres- 
sion both in its material support 
and in the boys whom it was call- 
ed upon to serve. 

- The two young men took their 
inventory to Bishop Block. To- 
gether they agreed they did not 
want to run a home of correction 
for behaviour-problem children. 
St. Andrew’s should exist to pro- 
vide a home for Christian boys 
whose parents or guardians could 
not give them an appropriate home 
atmosphere. Boys from broken 
homes, orphans, and boys from 
homes where conditions of em- 
ployment made proper family life 
impossible should find at St. An- 
drew’s a congenial group situation. 
There should be no unpleasant 
emotional associations with the 
fact of residence. As they state it 
today: “The whole basis of our 


life and program is Christian 


idealism and a striving toward 
well-rounded maturity through di- 
rected training.” In the months 
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that followed St. Andrew’s began 
to build toward this goal. 

There was still the problem of 
physical surroundings. As if in 
answer to this need the Methodist 
Church was anxious to dispose of 
its fine modern San Francisco 
property known as Hill Haven, 
formerly an orphanage. With a 
magnificent site on Mission Hill, 
(See Cover Picture) its property 
extending through from 19th to 
Columbia .Streets near Church 
Street, its two Spanish style fire- 
proof concrete buildings command 
a view of San Francisco and the 
entire Bay Area. Its equipment 
and furnishings are completely 
modern.

The average daily attendance at 
the Contra Costa County Detention 
Home rose from 6 in January, 
1942, to 18 in March, 1943, and 
to 24 in the following month. 
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In 1941, 507 boys and girls ap- 
peared before the Juvenile Court 
of Alameda County. In 1942, the 
number was 669—an increase of 
32 per cent. Of these 669 boys and 
girls, 60 per cent came from 
“broken homes”; 136 were living 
with their mothers only, of whom 
88 were employed; 44 lived with 
their fathers, of whom 39 were 
employed; 64—33 boys and 31 
girls—were living alone. One hun- 
dred-nine—40 boys and 69 girls— 
were classified as “children using 
liquor” ; 58—7 boys and 51 girls— 
were cited in a column, “visiting 
bar” ; 55 girls were “involved in sex 
conduct with service men,” and 22 
were “venereally infected.” 

Jesus, “the good shepherd,” 
once told a story of a man who 
had a hundred sheep and one of 
them strayed. Would he not leave 
the ninety-nine sheep on the hills, 
Jesus asked, and go in search of 
the one that had strayed? Even so, 


_ he added, it is not the will of your 


Father in heaven that a single one 
of these little ones should be lost 
(Matthew 18:12-14). 

All church-going people pray at 
some time, “Thy will be done, on 
earth.” Do they mean what they 
say? * 

Somewhere in the latter part 
of the first century, a Christian 
teacher with a shepherd’s heart 
felt that God “would have all men 
to be saved, and come to the 
knowledge of the truth” (1 Timo- 
thy 2:4). 

“What contemporary society 
needs most” (says Dr. John A. 
Mackay, President of Princeton 
Theological Seminary) “is the 
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coming of a new order of pastors, 
both clerical and lay, clergymen 
as well as laymen and lay women 
who have the shepherd’s heart. 
For if ever shepherding needed to 
be done, it is now.” He went on 
to tell of an American minister, 
George Truett of Dallas, who 
wrote recently in his autobiog- 
raphy, “I have sought and found 
the shepherd’s heart.” 

That prayer should be ours, as 
we do also what Jesus urged upon 
his disciples when he told them, 
“The harvest indeed is plenteous, 
but the laborers are few. Pray ye 
therefore the Lord of the harvest, 
that he send forth laborers into 
harvest.” (St. Matthew 9:37- 


How often do we hear this pe- 
tition in our churches? How often 
is it included in our own prayers? 
Is it because we lack the compas- 
sion of Jesus for the multitudes 
who are distressed and scattered, 
as sheep not having a shepherd? Is 
it because our faith in God is weak 
and our belief in the power of sin- 
cere, earnest prayer has become 
feeble? 

Now that Governor Warren has 
signed the bill making religious in- 
struction legally possible in week- 
day school hours for boys and 
girls from our public schools, 
should we not learn to pray anew 
to the Lord of the harvest, that he 
send forth laborers into his har- 
vest—pastors and teachers, cleri- 
cal and lay, men and women with 
the shepherd’s 

* 


The Church in the first century 
had them—apostles, prophets, 
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evangelists, pastors and teachers ; : 
together with healers, administra- 
tors and helpers of various kinds 
(Ephesians 4:11; I Corinthians 
12:27, 28). 

The Church needs more of them 
today. We in the diocese of Cali- 
fornia have many more members 
than could be found in the church 
at Corinth in Paul’s time. More- 
over, we have at Berkeley the 
Church Divinity School and St. 
Margaret’s house; in San Fran- 
cisco there is Cathedral House and 
the School of the Prophets. 

Why, then, cannot we seek, re- 
cruit and train prophets, evange- 
lists, pastors and teachers, admin- 
istrators and other helpers in our 
own parishes and convocations, in 
our own diocese for this wartime 
emergency ? 

I cannot forget that the apostle 
Paul, in his letter to members of 
the church at Corinth, asked also 
for gifts of money for a worthy 
cause. 


“Concerning the collection,” he 
wrote (as he asked also of the 
churches of Galatia), “on the 
first day of the week, let each of 
you put aside a sum from his 
weekly gains.” (I Corinthians 
16:1, 2.) 

In another letter, Paul was more 
specific in his appeal to members 
of the church at Corinth. “Mark 
this,” he told them, “he who sows 
sparingly will reap sparingly, and 
he who sows generously will reap 
a generous harvest ... God is 
able to bless you with ample 
means, so that you may always 
have quite enough for any emer- 
gency of your own and ample be- 


sides for any kind act to others; 
as it is written, ‘He scatters his 
gifts to the poor broadcast, his 
charity lasts for ever.’ He who 
furnishes the sower with seed and 
with bread to eat will supply seed 
for you and multiply it; he will 
increase the crop of your chari- 
ties—you will be enriched on all 
hands, so that you can be generous 
on all occasions, and your gen- 
erosity, of which I am the agent, 
will make men give thanks to God ; 
for the service rendered by this 
fund does more than supply the 
wants of the saints, it overflows 
with many a cry of thanks to God. 
This service shows what you are, 
it makes men praise God for the 
way you have come under the 
Gospel of Christ which you con- 
fess, and for the generosity of 
your contributions to themselves 
and to all; they are drawn to you 
and pray ‘for you, on account of 
the surpassing grace which God 
has shown to you.” (II Corin- 
thians 9:6-14; Moffatt’s transla- 
tion. ) 

I have quoted this passage of 
Paul’s at length because so few 
people know of its being in the 
Bible. There are even good, 
church-going people who, in their 
unfortunate ignorance of it, think 
it is “unspiritual” if their minister 


ventures to make any appeal in 


church for money—no matter how 
worthy the cause! 


Let us all pray, then, to the 
Lord of the harvest for a clearer, 
larger vision of His harvest as it 
is today, in our own convocation 
and diocese—with tens of thou- 
sands of men and women, young 
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people and children, to be gath- 
ered in. Pray for more laborers 
with “the shepherd’s heart”— 
clergymen, laymen and women, as 
prophets and evangelists, pastors 
and teachers in every parish and 
mission in the diocese. Pray for 
those among us who can train 
them “for the equipment of the 
saints, for the business of minis- 
try, for the upbuilding of the Body 
of Christ, till we all attain the 
beg Sa the faith and knowledge 
of ’s Son, reaching maturity, 
reaching the full measure of de- 
velopment which belongs to the 
fulness of Christ” (Ephesians 
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4:12, 14; Moffatt’s translation). 
Pray also that generous gifts of 
money may be forthcoming from 
cheerful givers, so that this neces- 
sary program for adults, youth 
and children in our own day may 
go forward. The Church in our 
own diocese should begin now to 
enlist and train evangelists, pas- 
tors and teachers, clerical and lay, 
men and women with “the shep- 
herd’s heart”, who will minister 
to the multitudes in our midst in 
the Name and for the sake of the 
Good Shepherd, the Master 
Teacher, the Savior of the world, 
their God and ours! 


Fellowship at St. Dorothy's 


Eight clergy of the Diocese met with eight Presbyterian clergy 
for a three-day retreat at St. Dorothy's Rest just after Easter, called 
together by Bishop Block and Dr. Ralph Davis, Presbyterian 
moderator. The reactions of all the participants to this different 
approach to the question of unity might be symbolized by this brief 
statement of one of our clergy.—Ep. 


There are two Greek adjectives 
of opposite meaning which long 
have been at home in English 
speech: polemic and irenic. Pole- 
mic signifies the militant attitude 
of an enemy: irenic, that of one 
who comes friendly disposed, in 
peace. 

Coolly examining his attitude 
toward ministers of another com- 
munion, almost any parson would 
be bound in honesty to own to a 
polemic state of mind. This may 
range all the way from a polite 
front (masking stout rows of dis- 
likes, prejudices, and a vast ignor- 


ance of the other man’s intelli- 
gence and state of heart) to down- 
right frigid superiority or even en- 
mity. The other dog is alive, sure 
enough, but he is no thoroughbred 
like me. Our tails may wag, but 
the hackles rise! 

All too encouraged is the notion 
that anything but a polemic atti- 
tude is weakness ; that it imperils 
the integrity of my Church which 
is entrusted to me. Even if we get 
so far as ts “conferring” together, 
it must be a sort of entering the 
lists with guards up and visors 
down. The champion who can get 
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in the shrewdest blows is most 
likely to come off victor. 

is need not seem far-fetched 
when we think over the animosi- 
ties of the past, and the succeed- 
ing coolnesses and separations. 
The polemic attitude has gotten us 
nowhere except further apart. 

It was just the contrary which 
brought us together at St. Doro- 
thy’s Rest—the irenic spirit. This 
did not mean that our Bishop and 
clergy came prepared to sell out 
our Church to the Presbyterians 
—or vice versa. It is a foolish idea 
that you can budge an earnest man 
from his few root . convictions, 
though you may easily panic him 
into being “afraid where no fear 
was.’ 

At St. Dorothy’s Rest the clergy 
of the ig apy and Episcopal 
churches did a minimum of the- 
ologizing. They came for three 
days to live together, to get ac- 
quainted, learn of each other’s 
ways and work, to pray and wor- 
ship together. Before the great 
open hearth it was touching to 
feel, not the heat of controversy, 
but the glow of affection spread- 
ing from man to man. God pity 
us, how little in the past have we 
known about each other, cared 
about each other, and held out a 
brotherly hand! 

We did not mince words about 
our differences but mutually ex-

plained them away. We left “Basic 
Principles” at home for the time, 
and arrived at no other “concor- 
dat” than warm-hearted fellow- 
ship.

What we were 
after was closer contact and a 
view of what we could well do to- 
gether. We were given this. We 
parted reluctantly, and with a

The Joint Commissions of the 
two Churches have worked man- 
fully—and with scant recognition 
—at clearing the jungle of theol- 
ogy and church polity. Their work 
was necessary and must go on. 
What a pity—how stupid, even! 
—that while, or better, long before 
the Commissions were threshing 
things out, thousands of such 
irenic meetings were not being 
held to lubricate by the grace of 
kindly contact the otherwise un- 
avoidable friction of abstract ar- 


gument and reasoning. 


It is not too late for all who in 
the presence of our Lord can find 
no explanations of our separation 
which will satisfy Him. We pray 
that the love of Christ may over- 
bear our pride and constrain us to 
draw closer together in such meet- 
ings everywhere. —G. P. S.

New York Calls Miss Young

A period of notable service 
comes to a close this summer, 
when Miss Frances M. Young 
leaves the Diocese. She goes to 
New York to join the Department 
of Christian Education of our Na- 
tional Council, as Editorial Sec- 
retary. Since February, 1938, she 
has been Director of our Depart- 
ment of Christian Education; and 
California must now release her 
for the National work of the 
Church. This is really something 
like a return home for Miss 
Young for she is a native of Mas- 
sachusetts, studied at Brown and 
Columbia Universities, and before 
coming to us was Director of Re- 
ligious Education at the Church 
of the Redeemer, Baltimore. So 
the west coast has had her talents 
for a while; now we must give 
her back, not this time to one lo- 
cality, but to the whole Episcopal 
Church in the United States. 

Here is the message sent by 
Bishop Block to the clergy of the 
Diocese : 

“It will be a real blow to the 
Diocese to learn that Miss Frances 
Young leaves us after the Sum- 
mer Conference to join the De- 
partment of Religious Education 
of the National Church, taking 


the place of Deaconess Frances — 


Edwards. 
“I know of no young woman 


who has done a more conspicuous 
work than Miss Young. We are 
tremendously proud of the honor 
of her new appointment, even 
though all of us will deeply de- 
plore her departure from the 
Diocesan family. 


“On Friday night, at the close 
of the Summer Conference, we 
shall endeavor to express to Miss 
Young something of the profound 
regret we feel at her leaving, and 
our pride in her having attained 
what is perhaps the most import- 
ant position which any young wo- 
man can achieve in the field of 
religious education throughout the 
whole Church. 


“I need not emphasize further 
the profound loss which we are 
suffering by Miss Young’s resig- 
nation, especially in our work 
among the young people, a loss 
which is mitigated only by the 
pride we feel in releasing her to 
fields of ever wider service in the 
Church we love.” 


There are others who have also 
had things to say concerning Miss 
Young’s promotion. When the 
Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of the Diocese heard the news, 
this is the way they expressed 
their sentiments: 

“She is a splendid churchwom- 
an, carrying on the best traditions

“Her wide knowledge and up- 
te-date approach in all fields hav- 
ing to do with Christian Educa- 
tion have always been at the free 
disposal of the women of the Dio- 
cese, as well as all other interest- 
ed groups. We, the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, offer our hearty congratu- 
lations to the Church at large upon 
having obtained her great talents 
in the National office.” 

From the young people of the 
Diocese comes this very genuine 
tribute, expressed by John Thayer, 
president of the House of Young 
Churchmen, 

“The Young Churchmen will 
miss her keenly. We don’t quite 
know yet what it will be like, for 
we have depended upon her 
friendly and willing assistance at 
all our Council meetings, and on 
many other occasions. Just how 
are we going to fill her place?” 

There are many of us who won- 
der the same thing. Miss Young 
followed Miss Avis Harvey in our 
Diocesan Department, and took 
over a well-organized and live pro- 
gram in Christian Education. But 
she has more than kept up the 
good work, for many improve- 
ments and new features have 
come about under her Director- 
ship. The “12-point Plan” for 
Church Schools was enlarged and 
systematized; the use of special 
services of worship for Lent and 
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other seasons has been promoted ; 
better curriculum material has 
been introduced into our schools. 
(One of the best of the new work- 
books has been written by Frances 
Young herself.) The remarkable 
work of the young people, so 
highly praised by the Bishop, has 
reached a new high in the Dioc- 
esan Flying Squads. Miss Young 
says that these things have all 
been accomplished by the various 
Commissions and officers of the 
Department. That very knack of 
hers is one of the things which 
her co-workers most appreciate; 
she gives others credit for the fine 
things she does, (this Chairman of 
her Department knows whereof 
he speaks!) She quietly does a 
job, prepares a program, plans a 
meeting, then lets the rest of us 
run it and take the applause. 

Finally, we feel that Frances 
Young must be sorry to be leaving 
the state just now, for one of the 
biggest jobs ever handed the 
churches has come our way. 
Week-day Religious Education on 
released time has been made a 
reality by a new state law. She, 
with others, has worked and 
hoped for such an opportunity in 
the education of all the young peo- 
ple of our communities. We shall 
need hard work and expert advice, 
to take full advantage of this 
week-day time. No doubt some 
words of wisdom will come to us 
in the months ahead from the new 
Secretary at “281”, to help us 
meet this new obligation.

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A Guide ho Church School 
Teachers 


By RANDOLPH CruMP MILLER 
Cloister Press, 1943. 125 pp. $1.25 


Dr. Miller has given Church 
School teachers an excellent in- 
troduction to some of the things 
they should know about Christian 
Education—its history, content, 
and practice. The style of writing 


is stimulating, arid should help | 


teachers and superintendents in a 
study of the many phases of 
teaching and administration in- 
cluded by the author. Because of 
the scope of the field, many chap- 
ters seem too brief, but they can 
well be used in a teacher training 
class for further discussion. 

The chapter on “The Content 
of Christian Education” is es- 
pecially needed today. Too many 
books stress the techniques of 
teaching without mentioning con- 
‘tent. This book has both. - 

The first two chapters, on “How 
Church Schools Started” and 
“The Theory of Religious Educa- 
tion,” will help teachers see in 
perspective the importance of 
their work. 

The chapter on “Age-Groups 
and Their Characteristics” is 
brief, but packed with statements 
which teachers of any age group 
should study. Some of Dr. Mil- 
ler’s conclusions may be chal- 
lenged by some teachers, but that 
will help in discussion groups.

Teachers who are looking for 
new methods in teaching will find 
the chapters on “Techniques of 
Teaching” and “How to Develop 
a Unit” full of interesting sug- 
gestions. 


The chapter on “Worship in - 


the Church School” brings out the 
importance of creative worship in 
the class room as well as the form- 
al worship in Church, thus help- 
ing teachers to see their own re- 
sponsibility for the children’s 
growth in worship. 

As a Director of Christian Edu- 
cation, this reviewer is grateful to 
Dr. Miller for his many references 
to the usefulness of parish and 
diocesan Directors or Advisers in 
Christian Education. 

There are two excellent ap- 
pendices on Curriculum Materials 
and books for a Church School 
Library. Dr. Miller’s spicy anno- 
tations add much to the value of 
these book lists. And there is even 
an index with this 125 page book. 

One of the best uses for this 
book will be as a basis for study 
and discussion for teachers’ meet- 
ings during the year. Clergy and 
teachers have needed this Guide.

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Music for Weddings

The choice of organ music for 
weddings logically is confined to 
those selections played before the 
ceremony, since the two wedding 
marches used are so well known 
and in most cases tacitly accepted 
as to require no comment. The 
preliminary music falls into two 
groups. In one are those “classi- 
cal” or “semi-classical” pieces 
originally written for some other 
medium than the organ, as the 
voice, piano, violin, orchestra, etc. 
This type of music is usually so 
familiar to the general public as 
to afford a wide choice for those 
who recognize the pieces by their 
names. The other group comprises 
‘music written for the organ itself, 
and is not likely to be known so 
well. An attempt has been made 
below to list music suitable for 
weddings in both of these groups. 
Neither of the lists is a complete 
one by any means, and both are 
tendered merely as suggestions. 
The first group, especially, may be 
questioned by some as containing 
things which are “too popular”: 
but it would seem that something 
must be offered partially to satisfy 


the many requests for “I Love 
You Truly” and “O Promise Me,” 
both of which are discouraged by 
the church as being too secular in 
nature. From either or both groups 
one’s own selection may be made 
of from three to five pieces, which 
will give a program of about 
twenty minutes.

The New Hymnal 


By WALTER WILLIAMS 


Perhaps the outstanding quality 
of the Hymnal to be off the 
presses this summer is its mag- 
nificent Catholicity, its oecumeni- 
cal range. Few other hymnals are 
so fine a manual of theology and 
of devotion for the layman. The 


texts contained in the book range 
in time from the early Christian 


ages to the 1930’s. Practically ev- 
ery branch of the Christian church 
is represented by some author— 
Greek and Latin Fathers, Luther- 
ans, Unitarians, Baptists, Presby- 
terians, Methodists,—all races and 
nationalities make John Ellerton’s 
verse true: 
As o’er each continent and island 
The dawn leads on another day, 
The voice of prayer is never silent, 
Nor dies the strain of praise 
away. 
The Church of Malabar, the 
Swahilis of Africa, all races of 


Europe, New Zealand, and the 
many peoples of our own country 
teach us to voice our praise and 
prayer to God. The same is true 
of the types of text: office hymns 
of the ancient church, old festival 
processionals or proper hymns, 
the Psalm paraphrases of the Cal- 
vinist Reformation, the hymn of 
personal religious experience, the 
steadfast faith of the Lutheran 
Reformation, the evangelistic fer- 
vor of the Methodists Revival, the 
“proper” or seasonal hymns of the 
Oxford Movement, the hymn of 
social significance, and even the 
voice of our Negro brethren in 
one of their spirituals. 

Out of approximately two hun- 
dred new hymn texts added, many 
have been written subsequently to 
1917 when our present hymnal 
was published. To name only a 
few of the great contemporaries, 


Barcarolle from Tales of Hofmann Pe 
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we have poems by Robert Bridges 
and John Masefield, Laurence 
Housman, Dr. Fosdick, Dr. Wal- 
ter Russell Bowie, and Dean 
Howard Chandler Robbins, 
Charles Kingsley, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Pierson Merrill, Geoffrey 
Studdert-Kennedy. This is sig- 
nificant of a realistic approach to 
the religious problems of our own 
age and generation, of an attempt 
to minister to the deep spiritual 
needs which face us, and to chal- 
lenge through our worship of God 
their solution according to his pur- 
pose and will. 

The 1943 Hymnal will present 
a very different appearance than 
our present book which, unreal- 
istically, attempts to follow the 
order of the Services in the Book 
of Common Prayer as it was be- 
fore the 1928 Revision. It will be- 
gin with hymns appropriate to the 
Church Year, and only those 
hymns will be included under 
seasonal headings which can be 
sung at such-and-such a season 
only. The rest will be included in 
a large General section which is

arranged alphabetically by first 
lines. This is a much more sen- 
sible, flexible, and practical ar- 
rangement. Furthermore, each di- 
vision of the book will have at its 
close a list of other pertinent 
texts, and, at the end of the whole 
book, will be included a quite ex- 
haustive Topical Index. 

Lastly, the aim of the book is 

to forward, deepen, and promote 
our common praise and prayer. 
This means that every effort has 
been made to make the book truly 
congregational in character, by 
lowered pitch of the music, great- 
er simplicity and attractiveness of . 
melody, and careful matching of 
text and tune for mood and con- 
gruity. The small pew editions, 
or this purpose, will have the 
melody of each hymn printed at 
the head of each text. This should 
make for very much greater ease 
in singing. It is to be hoped that 
as many parishes as possible will 
order the new hymnals as soon 
as possible, since, under war con- 
ditions, orders will be filled in or- 
der of their receipt.

-Dwwinity School Jubilee 


“These are times that try men’s 
souls,” said Dr. Monroe E. 
Deutsch at the Jubilee Commence- 
‘ment of the Church Divinity 
School in Berkeley, “and the need 
of strong leadership exists as sel- 
dom before. And the church has 
an opportunity and a challenge 
such as has seldom come to her.” 

The occasion was the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of 
the Church Divinity School of the 
Pacific, by Bishop William Ford 
Nichols at San Mateo in 1893. As 
“part of the exercises, three out- 
standing clergymen of the west 
wefe given the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Divinity, Canon C. Ran- 
kin Barnes of San Diego, the Rev. 
Griffin M. Cutting of La Jolla, 
Archdeacon William F. Bulkley 
of Salt Lake City. Seven students 
received the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity and six the certificate of 
graduation. 

After describing some of the 
changes facing the world today, 
’ Provost Deutsch asked, “Is it not 


natural that at such a time man-: 


kind, recognizing of how little im- 
portance things of the body are, 


should turn to religion? Amid the 
crash of artillery it is faith alone 
that can comfort stricken peoples, 
faith that a just God will bring to 
an end the brutalities of a power- 
hungry nation, faith that freedom 
will be restored to mankind. 

“But aside from the faith in the 
hearts of individuals it is clear 
that religion itself is indeed at 
stake in this war. The Nazis have 
but contempt for Christianity ; 
how could they reconcile mercy 
and righteousness with either their 
tenets or their practices? And the 
Jews have been subjected to such 
unspeakable horrors as stagger 
the imagination; their extermina- 
tion is the announced aim of the 
Nazis. Those brave souls among 
the Catholic and Protestant clergy 
who would not yield, have been 
made to suffer the indignities of 
concentration camps, save in a 
few cases where the station of the 
courageous bishop made the rulers 
hesitate to deal with him as they 
would have wished.” 

When the war is over, there will 
be much for the church to do. 
“Much will have to be done by 
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way of: physical reconstruction, 
but probably much more by wa 
of spiritual reconstruction. It will 
not be easy for men and women 
who feel they have lost every- 
thing, to bend their backs to place 
stone on stone as foundations for 
a new life. They may do it for the 
sake of children and grandchild- 
ren—but so many will have lost 
courage, lost hope. Such a call will 
come to the churches as has never 
come before. 
“It will be necessary to wipe 
from the hearts of the Nazis and 
the Japanese that philosophy that 
enthroned the State on high, and 
that hatred and contempt for other 
peoples that has characterized 
them in the past. They must be 
led to accept the gospel of mercy 
and brotherhood. 
“Think too of the millions of 
refugees this war has created. If 
mankind really believes what it 
accepts as its religion, shall not 
some haven, some shelter be open- 
ed to them? Should not all nations 
agree to admit quotas of them so 


that they may at last find a place 


to lay their heads? 

“We have a long way to go be- 
fore we attain the world of our 
dreams. In a true democracy men 
and women should have a chance 
to grow to the extent of their 
powers—and education will not be 
denied, because a father dies young 
or is injured in a mine or by a 
machine. 

“All this involves not merely a 
great change in what we do but in 
our attitude, our sense of respon- 
sibility to our fellows. 

“Yes—these are the times that 
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try men’s souls—and the need of 
strong leadership exists as seldom 
before. And the church has an op- 
portunity and a challenge sych as 
has seldom come to her.” 

The three men who received 
honorary degrees are outstanding 
in their work. Dr. Barnes is rector 
of St. Paul’s Church, San Diego, 
and a special lecturer on family 
relations at the Church Divinity 
School of the Pacific. Formerly 
he was secretary of the depart- 
ment of Social Relations of the 
National Council of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church. Dr. Bulk- 
ley has been a missionary in Utah 
since 1908, and since 1924 has 
been Archdeacon. Dr. Cutting, 
formerly of Del Monte, is now 
chaplain of the Bishop’s School, 
La Jolla, and was the school’s first 
student in 1893. 

The degree of Bachelor of Di- 
vinity was awarded to Maxwell 
Brown, Geoffrey Hinshelwood, 
Robert Key, Merrill Norton, 
Noble Owings, Elvin Smith, and 
Edgar Tainton, Jr. The certificate 
of graduation was given to Max- 
well Brown, Paul Lattimore, 
Mack Leabo, Noble Owings, EI- 
vin Smith, and Edgar Tainton, Jr. 

At the Jubilee dinner preceed- 
ing the Commencement, Mrs. 
James Otis Lincoln, wife of one | 
of the first professors, told of the 
opening service of the school fifty 
years ago in San Mateo. Other 
speakers included Bishop Robert 
B. Gooden of Los Angeles, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees, 
Bishop Edward L. Parsons, chair- 
man of the department of theol- 
ogy, the Rev. John Leffler, presi- 
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dent of the alumni, and the Rev. 
Maxwell Brown, president of the 
student body. 

The Academic Convocation in 
the morning featured papers by 
three well-known scholars: Bishop 
W. Bertrand Stevens of Los An- 
geles spoke on “The Growing 
Church-Mindedness of Today.”

Professor John C. Bennett of the 
Pacific School of Religion dis- 
cussed “Judgments of the Chris- 
tian Conscience.” The Rev. Everett 
Bosshard of the Church Divinity 
School addressed the group on 
“A Cultural Diagnosis of the 
West.” Dean Henry H. Shires 
chaired the meeting. 


Soldier for Christ 


The following is an official U. S. Army Press Release, sent 
specially to the Pacific Churchman. It is the brief story of what one 
young Serviceman from our Diocese is doing to serve his Church 
and country. “C. T.,” as he is familiarly known to our young people, 
is an active member and booster of the Diocese’s Flying Squad. 


Sergeant Clarence Thomas Ab- 
bott Jr., Assistant to the Post 
Chaplain at Camp Beale, Califor- 
nia, is another active churchman 
in the service of his country. His 
activities include the regular Chap- 
lain’s Assistant’s duties plus gen- 
eral office work, personal con- 
ferences, administrative functions, 
and hospital calling. Sgt. Abbott 
is of further assistance to the 
Chaplain in worship services—as 
an example: during Lent the Ser- 
geant, in his capacity as Licensed 
Lay-Reader, conducted Episcopal 
Lenten Devotions each Wednes- 
day evening. The Lenten Services 
included the Litany, prayers, ap- 
propriate music, and a short ad- 
dress by Sgt. Abbott. The services 
were well received and attended 
by the men, especially since there 
is no Episcopal Chaplain on the 
post. The Sergeant is also Chapel 
Organist, and plays for Sunday 
worship services. He also plays 


for guard-house services, and as- 
sists the chaplains in conducting 
these all-important services. 

All of the Chaplains’ Assistants 
in the camp recently gathered to- 
gether in an association, and Sgt. 
Abbott was elected the first Presi- 
dent. He is also President of the 
Post Chapel Chapter of the Serv- 
ice Men’s Christian League. Re- 
cently a unanimous ballot was cast 
for “Brother Abbott,” as he is 
affectionately called by the other 
non-commissioned officers, and he 
was elected Chaplain of the Non- 
commissioned Officers’ Club of 
Camp Beale. 

Before entering the service last 
August, Sgt. Abbott was a stu- 
dent at the University of Califor- 
nia. He is a Postulant for Holy 
Orders under the Rt. Rev. Karl 
Morgan Block, the Bishop of Cali- 
fornia.

The first event for June is the 
Provincial Synod and the Annual 
Meeting of the Provincial Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary, to be held at the 
Church of the Incarnation, Santa 
Rosa, on June 9th and 10th.

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General Convention 


The Presiding Bishop an- 
nounces a change in General Con- 
vention dates. The dates which 
had originally been decided upon 
were from Tuesday, October 5, 
through Wednesday, October 13. 
Cleveland hotels urged that the 
dates be changed, and it has been 
decided to advance the Convention 
period to open Saturday, October 
2. Bishop Tucker points out that 
the Cleveland hotels are entirely 
cooperative, but that they are 
taxed to their utmost capacity in 
wartime with representatives of 
industry and government agents. 
The change of date relieves them 
at a peak-load part of the week, and 
both Bishop Tucker and the Com- 
mittee in Cleveland believe that 
the change is necessary. 


Plans call for a wartime Con- 
vention, stripped of all accessory 
events, and devoted strictly to 
business, with the expectation of 
adjourning on Saturday, October 
9, or Monday the 11th, at the very 
latest.

Prayer Book Now in 120 
Languages 

A study just completed at na- 
tional headquarters of the Episco- 
pal Church discloses that the Book 
of Common Prayer has been 
translated in whole or in part into 
more than 120 languages and dia- 
lects. The Prayer Book, often said 
to be second only to the Bible in 
spiritual value, has been carried 
by missionaries to the farthest 
corners of the earth. Its first Eng- 
lish edition was printed in 1549. 
of were the 
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work of the Society for Promot- 
ing Christian Knowledge, founded 
in 1698. Languages in which the 
Prayer Book is now printed range 
all the way from Latin, Greek, 
French and Spanish, to Hebrew, 
Amharic, Persian, Bohemian, 
Bantu, Chippewa, Burmese, 
Manx, Japaiiese, Hindustani, and 
Hawaiian. 

A Japanese translation i is known 
as the Romaji version, because it 
is set in Roman type instead of 
Japanese characters. Another un- 
usual version is that in the lan- 
guage of the Eskimos of Alaska. 

The Book of Common Prayer is 
used for public and private devo- 
tions in all branches of the Angli- 
can Communion, that used in Am- 
erica being a revision of the Book 
inherited from the mother Church 
of England, and changed first, af- 
ter the United States was separat- 
ed from England at the time of 
the Revolution.
